RULES AND REGULATIONS

» Competition is limited to residents of North Carolina.

* Solo competition will be limited to the first ten (10) entries.

* Group or Choir competition will be limited to the first ten (10) entries.

* Contestants must check in 30 minutes prior to the starting time.

« Each performance will be allowed ten (10) minutes. Each performance is limited to 2 songs. Contestants going
over the ten (10) minute time limit WILL BE DISQUALIFIED. We will not give you any type of time indication.

It is suggested that you time yourself to be sure that you stay within the time limitations.

« Set up time begins when your name is called-Soloist have five (5) minutes to set up. Groups/Choirs have up to ten (10)
minutes for setup. Use your time wisely. Contestants exceeding the set up time limit will be disqualified.

« It is suggested that your instruments be setup prior to the start of the competition. The stage will be open and available prior to start
of the competition.

* No entries accepted after August 25 unless entries are needed to fill each category.

* Awards will be announced following the contest. The decision of the judges is final.

* A basic sound system will be provided for amplification of voices, and playback of CD and cassette tracks. We will provide 110
volt power at the stage. We do NOT provide musical instruments, instrument amplifiers and/or speakers or specialized playback
equipment like minidisk or MP3 files. Individuals and groups will be completely responsible for providing and setting up extra
equipment, and coordinating incorporation of equipment into the provided sound system including all patch cords, electrical
extension cords, etc. If in doubt, bring back-up equipment.

* Age should be as of the day of the competition

Team age division is determined by AVERAGE age.

Duo/Duet age division is determined by age of oldest dancer.

General Information
1. Atthe Annual Championships in Maggie Valley, a dancer may only dance twice per contemporary dance category — a dancer
may only dance ONCE per age division. At regional competitions, there is no limit to the number of times a dancer may dance.

2. Callers of figures must dance on stage with the team.

3. 5judges are required (At least 3 MUST be certified). Highest and lowest scores will be dropped and the 3 middle scores averaged.

4. The same 5 judges must judge a dance category. You may not use different judges for different age divisions for the same dance
category.

5. ARules Official will be in attendance and will have the final say regarding any rules infractions.

6. Point Deductions:

A. A5 point deduction will result if improper number of dancers is used.
B. A1 point deduction for every 15 seconds or portion thereof, exceeding the given time limit.
C.A 1 point deduction for each dancer not dressed correctly (Male position dancer must wear slacks. Female position dancer
must wear skirt or dress).

7. Disqualification — Annual Championships in Maggie Valley — for a dancer dancing more than twice in a Contemporary dance
category.

8. DRESS CODE: NO Fannies, NO Midriffs, NO Cleavage, NO ragged clothing in ALL categories!

» Bluegrass and Old Time band competitions. Bluegrass and Old Time will each have individual instrument
competitions within the band performance.
To be eligible for prizes, performers must have proper entry forms submitted by the closing date of July 31st.
Properly entered contestants will have priority on the limited program time.
Amplified instruments are not used except with prior approval of the director.
Check with director before show time about setup time for instruments and equipment.
Contestants should register for the competitions for one day only, however, if your schedule is flexible please
indicate 1st, 2nd, and 3rd choices. This will allow the director to schedule in the most efficient and effective
manner allowable considering the preferences presented by contestants.
Judging takes place at all programs and the decision of the judges is final.
Winners will receive premium money by mail from the NC Mountain State Fair.
The NC Mountain State Fair will furnish the sound system, CD player, and MP3 connection.
First place band competition winners must perform on Sunday, September 14, 2008 to receive prize money.
No individual shall be a member of more than one competing band.
Each band must have at least 3 instruments and 3 members.
Parking passes and performers passes will be sent by mail to the contact person.
Please have one member of your group report to the director 30 minutes before show time.
Each dance team must provide their own dance music. Dance teams perform as exhibition only.
